sion us to how the jury system caji'Vbo 
improved 80 that justice will be more 
frequently meted out than it is now.

people, should always escape 
death 


or a long, tseusbu-pf sicknos*.during 
many ot theso protracted trials. It would 
be mill more oxlraorduiiiry it they should 
uniformly agree in thoir verdict. Yet, 
unless .this improbable result is reached 
and a unanimous verdict is returned by 
tiie twelve men. who lirst entered the 
jury box, the trial is a failure, tho timo 
ami money spent ou it are thrown away, 
and the accused is lett-to suffer tho law's 
unnecessary di'luy, in spite of tho consti- 
tutional guarantee which entitles him to 
» speedy trial. This feature of tho ad- 
ministration of justice, which is a rehc 
of 11:1 age when the law was in ..a- crude 
state, has been suffered to remain withV 
out cliauge* in England and the United 
States for at least four centuries, not- 
withstanding the objections' to it have 
been forcibly shown by publicists, and 
its mischievous results amply illustrated 
by experience.
